The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 41 and 51 . Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d), 
or amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application.

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 5, 
line 2, "members 21" should be "members 91"; on page 5, line 7, "strips 26" should be 
"strips 96"; and on page 5, line 17, "rear leg 20" should be "plank assembly 30". 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8, 11 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. For claims 8 and 1 1 , "the front legs" lack 

antecedent basis. For claim 19, this claim is redundant with claim 18. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4 and 12-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Lew. Lew teaches a collapsible closet (Fig. 3) including: a front frame (16,20,18) 
with two legs (16) and two cross bars (20,18), a rear frame (22,28, 24) with two legs 
(22), two cross bars (28,24) and a rear plank (74), a top board (48), an inner board 
(100), and two foldable lateral plank pairs (34) pivotally attaching the front and rear 
frames together via hinges (38) with first and second members (40) and strips (46). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lew 

in view of Knuth. As stated above, Lew teaches the limitations of claim 1, including a 

front frame. Lew also teaches a pair of doors (78) on the front frame. For claim 5, Lew 

fails to teach a third cross bar on the front frame. For claims 6-1 1 , Lew fails to teach 

two sets of doors on the closet. Knuth teaches the use of a middle cross bar (90) at the 

open front portion of a cabinet. The bar divides two sets of doors (146). It would have 

been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the 

closet of Lew by using an alternate configuration of doors thereon, i.e. using two sets of 

doors separated by a middle cross bar, such as is taught by Knuth, thereon instead of 

the pair of doors presently used, since these door configurations are functionally 

equivalent and either would work equally well on the closet of Lew. The door 

configuration of Knuth would allow more selective access inside the closet of Lew, i.e. 

one fourth of the inside of the closet to the entire inside of the closet can be exposed 

when desired.
